Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 are allowed.

The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
a relatively soft barrier means formed at one end of the sleeve member adapted to be 
easily removed by the insertion of the interconnecting pin member and in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the base and intermediate claims.
